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$75,000 FIRE AT MT. PROSPECT 


Heroic work of 3 fire companies 
save Busse-bank business block 


Mi. Prospect, Arlington Heights and Des Plaines fire­ 
men battled flames and billowing clouds of smoke in a 
$75,000 fire Tuesday night at Hopper’s Recreation, 16 W. 
Busse ave., Mt. Prospect. 
Cause of the blaze, which started in the basement, has 
not been determined. The nauseating odor of escaping re­ 
frigerant gases choked fire­ 
men, who were unable to get 
at the source due to intense 
heat and heavy smoke. The 
men fought the fire through 
windows and basement air 
wells, and through the rear kit­ 
chen door. 
ARLINGTON Heights and De* 
Plaines sent equipment to help 
out the local department. F lood 
lights and smoke ejectors were 
brought to the scene. 
Bowling alleys at 
the 
rear1 
were damaged only by smoke 
Entire first floor of the Hopper 
establishment fell into the base­ 
ment. 
The second floor apart­ 
ment, where the Hoppers lived 
was blackened bv smoke. Fire 
broke out in several places, oar 
ticularlv in two 
closets 
filled 
with clothing. 
Firemen are credited with re 
striding the fire to the west end 
of the building. 
The first alarm was sent in 
about 7:30 p. rn., when

Shm idt, young son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Schmidt, occupants,! 
Eight hose lines were in od 
of one of the second floor apart 
ments. noticed smoke 
seeping 
through the living room floor 
boards. 
About the same time smoke 
was noticed in Helen’s Beauty 
Shop in the same building. Both 
the Schmidt apartment and the 
beauty shop 
suffered 
greatly 
from smoke damage. Other ap­ 
artments aqd stores in the block 
w'ere smoke filled.

Tree damage deductible 
from income tax says 
Auditor E. F. Laurin 


Many of the fine trees of this 
area are threatened if damage by 
last week’s storm is not correct­ 
ed. 
Here is a bit of information 
received from E. F. Lau-in, Ar­ 
lington Heights accountant, that 
may influence some home own­ 
ers to call for the tree surgeon, a 
nurseryman or landscape engin­ 
eer. 
Mr. Laurin says, “damage of 
trees in the recent 
storm 
are 
proper deductions for income tax 
purposes for 1950 tax 
returns. 
Such loss deductions should be 
supported by evidence of value 
before and after the storm and 
the best evidence would be an 
appraisal by a nurseryman 
or 
landscape engineer. 
“Deductions are generally lim­ 
ited to the difference in value of 
the tree before the storm and af­ 
ter. 
The deductions of 
course 
would be inoperative if the usual 
10*^ standard deduction basis is 
used.”

Much of the storm damage that 
trees in Arlington Heights and 
Palatine 
suffered 
could 
have 
been averted, says Ham er H ar­ 
grave, who has been doing some 
repair w'ork on Arlington trees 
since the storm. 
“The recent sleet 
storm 
has 
been the cause of much inconven­ 
ience, and in some cases actual 
misery, due to the breakdown of 
phone and electric wires.” 
However, another afterm ath of 
the storm which is very shock­ 
ing is the damage, and in some 
cases, the complete destruction of 
valuable trees. 
Trees that have 
required from many years 
to 
more than a century to 
attain 
their present size. 
Fortunately, 
some of the damaged specimens 
can be restored and saved. O th­ 
ers will have to be removed com­ 
pletely as they are hazardous in 
their dam aged and broken con­ 
dition. 
According to a survey of storm 
areas made by J. Hamer 
H ar­ 
grave, tree expert, Barrington, in 
all cases when weak crotches in 
the trees had been braced and 
cabled, there was no splitting or 
serious damage. 
He states fur­ 
ther that a million dollars worth 
of trees could have been saved 
by the installation of a few feet 
of steel rod and galvanized cable 
in each tree to prevent the main 
crotches from splitting. 
Trees that have been injured 
should have the broken branches 
removed, the jagged stubs 
cut 
back smoothly and covered with 
a dressing. 
In the cases w here a 
large wound has occurred, 
the 
area should be cut smooth with 
a chisel and a waterproofing ap­ 
plied, to prevent decay setting in. 
Most of the 
suburban 
towns 
have done very little bracing of 
their street trees as a preventa­ 
tive against ice and wind storms 
in the past. Just like people af­ 
ter incurring an accident, become 
intensely interested in insurance, 
our civic minded citizens are go­ 
ing to become very tree consc­ 
ious and will be thinking of pre­ 
ventative 
m easures 
to 
insure 
against the loss of their beauti­ 
ful shade trees during a future 
storm. 
Mr. H argrave has been given 
authority by 
Arlington 
village 
board to perform tree* surgery on 
trees in parkw ays and the parks.

Someti’nes in mv 
more poetic moods the cry of 
the dove calls to mind somno­ 
lent slimmer davs. st*11 and full 
of sunshine and laziness, Most 
of the time though it just makes 
me tired. 
March 
3th— Geese 
and

and today I paced a nqrthward 
flying duck hawk at thirty miles 
nor hour which is much slower 
than they ean no when they ex­ 
ert themselves.

fortune of seeing

hawk and a red-tail at the same* 
time. 
Then at some

over the marsh, I saw

Additional gas tax 
one solution to road 
problems says Casey 


Seven out of every ten miles 
of road in Illinois' prim ary high­ 
way system will be completely 
worn out by 1960 
unless 
the 
state can get more money for 
road construction. 
Charles 
P. 
Casey, state director of public 
works and 
buildings 
warned 
Monday. 
He called for an increase in 
the 3 cent state gas tax to save 
Illinois from ‘‘one of the most 
critical highway 
situations 
in 
the country." 
Casey pointed out that under I 
the present tax $27 
million 
a I 
year is available in state and | 
federal funds for road construc­ 
tion. 
This is compared 
with 
$211 million which engineering 
experts say Illinois should spend 
each year for 
the 
next 
ten I 
| years to m eet highway needs. 
He said a I cent increase in 
the gas tax would give the state , 
about $75 million more in the 
biennium for road construction * 
if all proceeds go to the 
state 


government. 
The increase, 
he 
explained, 
would 
enable 
the 
state to get $40 million more 
from the federal governm ent rn 
addition to an extra $35 million 
in state revenues. 
Casey disclosed 28 other states 
have increased their gas taxes 
since the w ar even though the 
road problem in these states is 
less critical than 
in 
Illinois. 
While gas taxes in other states 
range from 4 to 9 cents a gal­ 
lon, he said, Illinois’ tax 
has 
rem ained at 3 cents for the last 
20 years.

The Time The Anti-Trust Lawyers 
Killed Their Own Case!

For ten years the anti-trust lawyers have been attacking the business methods that 
make it possible to give the public the best quality food at the lowest prices. 


In our last ad we told you how Federal Judge W. H. Atwell, at Dallas, threw* the anti­ 
trust lawyers and all their inflammatory charges against A&P right out of his court. 


Hut the anti-trust lawyers were not satisfied with decisions against them by three 
federal judges. 


They still wanted to destroy A&P. 


They Appealed to New Orleans 


So they appealed Judice Atwell's decision to the three-judsre Circuit 
Court at New Orleans.- 


One of the three. Judice Curtis L. Waller, agreed with Judge Atwell that 
the case should be dismissed. 


The other two members of the Circuit Court, Judge Joseph C. Hutcheson, 
Jr., and Judge Allen Cox, although saying the case should be tried, agreed 
that the indictment was vague and contained many allegations which were 
inflammatory. • 


They decided that Judge Atwell at Dallas should protect A&P from these 
inflammatory allegations and could order the anti-trust lawyers to supply 
the defendants with a bill of particulars. 


So the case was back in Dallas again. 
§ 
Judge Atwell, carrying out the decision of the Circuit Court, struck 
out the inflammatory matter. 
He said that without this inflammatory and prejudicial matter the Grand 
Jury might never have returned the indictment. 


Judge Atwell said to the anti-trust lawyers: 
“There are many statements in the indictment u'hich are not at all 
in violation, and are highly prejudicial and inflammatory.’' 


The anti-trust lawyers objected. They advanced an amazing argument. 
They said that the removal of their inflammatory allegat ions (which all f o r ­ 
judges had-agreed did not belong in the indictment) destroyed their case. 


Judge Atwell instructed the anti-trust lawyers to furnish the court 
with a bill of particulars. In short, he wanted specific charges instead 
of vague generalities. He set the deadline for furnishing this material 
at January loth, 1944. 
When the anti-trust lawyers twice asked for more time, pleading sickness 
among their staff, Judge Atwell extended the time to February 25th because 
he believed that they were honestly trying, in good faith, to prepare the 
material he had requested. 


Actually, it developed, they were using the time to get ready to drop the 
case in Dallas and start it in another court. 


They Quit in Dallas 


b n February 26th. while the judge was still waiting for his answer, and 
without any previous notice to him, the anti-trust lawyers gave a story 
to the newspapers in Washington, announcing that they were dropping 
the case in Dallas. 


They said that it was their intention “to file a substantially similar suit 
in an appropriate jurisdiction at an early date.” 


The “early date” turned out to be the same day. 


As soon as one anti-trust lawyer killed the case in Dallas, another anti­ 
trust lawyer filed a new case in Danville. Illinois. This new case made 
most of the same allegations that had been made and dropped in D allas, 
and that are being made against us today. 


So now, according to the anti-trust lawyers, all lour judges who had 
ruled on the Dallas case were wrong. 


Despite defeats in three federal courts in widely separated parts of the 
country, they continued their campaign to destroy A&P. 


When Judge Atwell heard of their action he ordered the anti-trust lawyers 
to prepare an order for his signature dismissing the Dallas case. 


In signing this order he said to the anti-trust lawyers: 
“This nolle prosequi does not have the sanction or approval of this 
court. That is not necessary, nor that the government ask for the 
court’s approval. 


“It is, however, a matter that may be presented to the other court and 
may be of interest to the people at large.’’ 


So after their efforts to destrov A&P had failed in Washington. D. C., 
Wilson, North Carolina, and Dallas, Texas, the anti-trust lawyers moved 
on to Danville, Illinois. 


They were still determined to destroy this company which had brought 
more and better food at lower cost to millions of American families. 


They Were Wrong Three Times Before! 


Three times the anti-trust lawyers went into federal courts and made serious and damaging: charges against A&P.

“H onestly, I have never in m y over fo rty years' ex­ 
perience seen tried a case that was as absolutely 
devoid of evidence as this. That is the honest truth. 
I have never seen one like i t ” 


There was the time in Wilson. North Carolina, they 
said we and other good American citizens conspired 
to fix prices paid farmers for their potatoes. 
This was the time Federal Judge C. C. \\yche directed 
the jury to bring in a verdict of “not guilty \ 


It was the time Judge Wyche said to the anti-trust 
lawyers: 


“In m y opinion there is no testim ony produced from 
which it can reasonably he inferred that the de­ 
fendants entered into a combination to depress or 
lower the price of potatoes. 


- “I might say th a t I never tried a case in m y life 
where a greater effort, more work, more investi­ 
gation had been done, combing almost with a fine- 
tooth comb to gather evidence. 


“But, as was said a long time ago. you can't make 
brief! icithout straw, and you can't make a case 
without facts.” 


There was the time in Dallas. Te^as, when they made 
practically the same “allegations” they are making 
today. 
This was the time Federal Judge W. H. Atwell ruled 
that the case should not even be tried. He said that the 
indictment contained inflammatory statements that he 
would not permit to be presented to a jury. 
It was the time Judge Atwell said to the anti-trust 
lawyers: 
, 
“I know of no American rule, and I wish I had the 
power to underscore the word 'American.' which 
perm its us to try a man because of his size.

Dry dairy cows 
deserve good care 


Dry dairy cows, next to grow­ 
ing heifers, are 
probably the 
most neglected animals on the 
average farm, believes Dr. R. D. 
Hatch, University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine. 
Dairy cows deserve good care 
all the time, not just when they 
are in production. 
The kind of 
care cows get during the dry 
period helps to determine 
the 
amount of money they w ill earn 
for you after they freshen. 
Dr. Hatch believes it’s usual­ 
ly best to dry up a cow gradual­ 
ly. 
Ending 
a 
milking 
period 
puts a strain on the udder. 
If 
mastitis germs are present, the 
stiain may cause them to set up 
a severe infection. 
Before a cow’ is removed from 
the milking line, check her care­ 
ful Iv for signs of mastitis. 
A 
good time to have your veter­ 
inarian treat a cow’ is while she 
is dry. 
It’s a good idea to watch 
a 
cow s udder carefully after she 
is dry. 
If a quarter becomes in­ 
flamed with mastitis, have 
it 
treated or the infection may get 
steadily worse. 
It a dry cow has mastitis and 
is not treated, 
infection 
may 
stay in her udder. 
This may 
show up or go unnoticed, though 
still causing damage. 
Then at 
calving time the germs arc pres­ 
ent to cause serious trouble in 
the congested udde r. 
Dry cows should also be fed 
properly. 
Cow’s in good condi­ 
tion at calving time usually give 
far more milk than cows in poor 
condition. 
Good 
rations 
also 
help to build resistance to dis­ 
ease.

Income tax hints — 


Certain items of income are 
specifically exempted by federal 
laws and regulations and are not 
subject to Federal tax. Many of 
you will be interested in know­ 
ing what they are. 
The so-called dividends which 
you receive on your mutual life 
insurance policy are not taxable 
income, but merely represent a 
reduction of the cost 
of 
your 
protection 
by 
the 
company, 
whether you accept the cash or 
allow the dividends to remain 
with the company to purchase 
additional insurance. 
If your endowment policy has 
matured and 
the 
amount 
of 
money you receive is greater 
than the cost to you, you must 
report as taxable income 
the 
excess of the amount you re­ 
ceive over the cost. 
But, if you 
receive proceeds of a life insur­ 
ance policy upon the death of 
an insured person, you do not 
receive this money as income. 
The social security and old age 
benefits you receive are not tax­ 
able. 
Damages paid to you for per­ 
sonal injury are not taxable nor 
are the insurance benefits 
you 
receive when sick. Remember, 
that any hospitalization 
reim­ 
bursement or health aud acci­ 
dent benefits you received must 
be deducted from the allowable 
medical bills. 
Workmen’s Compensation and 
Unemployment Compensation are 
not taxable. 
The interest you receive from 
municipal bonds or trom county 
or state issues are also tax ex­ 
empt, but remember that you 
can not deduct the interest you 
pay on money you borrow to 
buv such bonds. 
Commissioned officers in 
the 
Armed Forces of 
the 
United 
States are no longer entitled to 
exclude $1,500.00 of their ser­ 
vice pay from taxable income. 
The pay of enlisted men for 1949 
is entirely taxable. 
The benefits allowed for per­ 
sonal injuries or sickness which 
resulted from his or her service 
in the Armed Forces, whether 
or not during a war, are exempt 
from tax bv a veteran. 
The disability retirement pay 
is exempt to the veteran, but if 
he receives regular retirement 
pay, it is subject to tax. 
Medical, denial expenses 
Those items which qualify 
as 
medical and dental expenses 
in 
excess of 5% 
of the adjusted 
gross income which is shown on 
Line 6, Page I, are deductible as 
itemized deductions on Page X 
of the return. 
To qualify 
as 
medical 
expenses 
such 
items 
must have been paid for your­ 
self, your spouse or your quali­ 
fied dependents when itemized 
deductions are used instead of 
the tax table or the standard de­ 
duction. 
Listed below 
are 
payments 
which 
qualify 
as 
deductible 
medical expense: 
Payments to physicians, 
sur­ 
geons, osteopaths, Christian Sci­ 
ence practitioners, chiropractors, 
dentists, nurses and hospitals. 
Cost of 
eyeglasses, 
contact 
lenses and glass eyes. 
Cost of artificial teeth. 


Cost of hearing aids. 
Expense of travel necessary to 
go to a specific doctor, hospital 
or 
sanitarium 
for 
treatm ent 
when ordered by your 
doctor. 
But the expenses of going away 
for a change of scene or rest, 
even if ordered by your doctor, 
are not deductible. 
Co*t of ambulance service. 
Cost of medicines prescribed 
by your doctor. 
Cost of braces, artificial limbs, 
casts. 
Premiums on health and acci­ 
dent insurance and hospital or 
medical insurance. 
(These may 
not be claimed as miscellaneous 
deductions on Page 3 of the re­ 
turn. 
They must exceed 5% of 
the adjusted gross income and 
are subject to the same limita­ 
tions as medical expenses. 
To determine the amount of 
a llo w a b le medical expense, you 
deduct the amount of any reim­ 
bursement received from an in­ 
surance company or a hospital­ 
ization plan, from the total a- 
mount spent for medical care. 
From the net figure which re­ 
sults, you subtract 5% 
of the 
I income shown on Line 6, Page 
I of white Form 1040. The bal­ 
ance 
represents 
the allowable 
| medical expense. 


Vets taking farm 
training must report 
earnings by March I 


Illinois veterans who are tak­ 
ing institutional on farm train­ 
ing under GI Bill 
of 
Rights 
were warned by 
the 
Illinois 
Veterans Commission to make 
a report of their 1949 earnings 
by March I, 1950 or face sus­ 
pension of their subsistence. 
The reports must be made to 
the Veterans Administration 
so 
they can adjust each veteran’s 
subsistence for the current year 
(1950). 
Reports 
should 
cover 
only the income from product­ 
ive labor for the calendar year 
of 1949. 
They should be based 
upon farm accounting 
records 
kept by the veteran trainee as 
part of his course of instruction. 
Nearly 13,000 
veterans 
are 
taking 
institutional 
on - farm 


training in Illinois and of this 
number 93 per cent are operat­ 
ing their own farms. 
While these reports must 
be 
made to the VA, service officers 
of the Illinois Veterans Com­ 
mission can and will assist vet­
